FOREWORD 


IN  adding  our  quota  of  praise  to  that  already  expressed  on  behalf  of 
this  collection,  we  would  say  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clifford  Carlisle  Kauf- 
mann,  working  over  a  period  of  about  seventeen  years,  have  assembled  for 
their  own  personal  use  and  gratification  a  collection  which,  with  few  excep- 
tions, represents-  every  branch  of  endeavor  in  the  held  of  early  American 
domestic  arts. 

Appraising  the  objects  in  the  order  of  their  importance,  we  should 
say  that  the  group  of  Anglo-American  historical  Liverpool  pitchers  [Nos. 
336-382]  is  the  finest  in  America,  and  the  discovery  of  the  existence  of 
such  a  collection  in  private  hands  came  as  an  agreeable  surprise.  These 
pitchers  are  of  the  so-called  "Queens  ware",  an  English  faience,  with  an 
ivory-colored  glaze,  transfer-printed  in  India  ink,  sometimes  in  color  with 
touches  of  gilding.  They  illustrate  the  exuberant  nationalism  of  a  period 
in  America  which  saw  the  molding  of  a  new  nation.  The  decoration  con- 
sists of  portraits  of  national  heroes,  representations  of  American  naval  and 
military  victories,  and  other  portentious  events  pertaining  to  the  early 
history  of  the  young  Republic,  amplified  by  legends  and  mottoes  appropriate 
to  the  occasion.  Considering  the  nature  of  some  of  the  subjects,  one  is 
obliged  to  conclude  that  only  a  rare  impartiality,  coupled  with  a  strong  sense 
of  humor,  on  the  part  of  the  Liverpool  potters  could  have  permitted  the 
production  at  that  time  of  something  so  decidedly  unflattering  to  the  mother 
country.  As  historical  records  this  Anglo-American  chinaware  is  very 
important  and,  considering  its  fragility,  the  accumulation  of  so  many  perfect 
specimens  is  the  more  remarkable. 

The  furniture  includes  a  Hepplewhite  inlaid  mahogany  tambour  secre- 
tary [No.  452],  which  to  our  knowledge  is  the  only  example  of  its  kind 
in  this  high  quality,  and  it  may  be  that  the  piece  is  unique  among  Colonial 
1  Iepplewhite  furniture.  Two  Hepplewhite  Pembroke  tables  and  two  inlaid 
mahogany  card  tables  [Nos.  420-421-434-435]  are  in  our  opinion  the  best 
that  have  yet  appeared  in  any  of  the  collections  dispersed  at  these  galleries. 
They  may  be  classed  among  the  finest  cabinetwork  of  the  I  Iepplewhite 
period  in  America.  The  Chippendale  period  is  represented  by  several 
chairs  in  maple  and  mahogany  that  are  attributed  to  William  Savery  and 
James  Gillingham  of  Philadelphia,  and  by  a  claw-and-ball  foot  mahogany 


lowboy  [No.  444]  from  the  same  locality.  Duncan  Phyfe,  New  York 
cabinet-  and  chairmaker  of  the  early  Federal  period,  is  represented  by  a 
superb  mahogany  two-part  dining-table,  with  the  characteristic  carved 
acanthus  and  reeding  on  the  pedestals  and  splayed  legs,  and  we  feel  that 
the  sale  of  this  piece  will  tend  to  indicate  the  extent  of  appreciation  for 
genuine  Phyfe  furniture  that  has  manifested  itself  during  the  ten  years  since 
this  table  was  purchased  by  the  present  owners.  Among  the  clocks  is  a  fine 
carved  and  gilded  lyre  wall-clock  with  shell  bracket,  New  England  about 
1 8  10  [No.  428],  that  is  unlike  any  that  have  so  far  come  to  light.  The 
closest  example  as  far  as  we  know  is  the  clock  in  the  Garrison  House  at 
Trenton,  New  Jersey,  which  lacks  the  decorative  glass  front.  A  long-case 
clock  by  William  Claggett,  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  circa  1730,  has  the  fine 
brass  dial  which  so  rarely  appears  on  American  clocks  and  is  similar  to  the 
example  in  The  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  Furniture  which  furnished 
the  homes  of  the  farmer  and  the  humbler  town  dweller  is  seen  in  the  great 
variety  of  New  England  and  Pennsylvania  slat-back  chairs,  tables,  Windsor 
settees  and  chairs,  and  the  simply-fashioned  appurtenances  which  fall  into 
this  category. 

Mr.  Kaufmann's  familiarity  with  the  study  of  early  American  pewter 
has  enabled  him  to  assemble  a  large  number  of  pieces  that  include  the 
names  of  most  of  the  prominent  pewterers  working  in  American  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  and  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth 
centuries.  A  number  of  these  pieces  are  illustratd  in  J.  B.  Kerfoot's  Ameri- 
can Pewter,  and  a  fine  pair  of  fluid  lamps  [No.  286],  which  bear  the  arms 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  are  from  the  author's  private  collection. 
Some  fine  early  American  and  English  silver  and  Sheffield  plate  include 
several  porringers  by  Boston  and  Newburyport  silversmiths,  a  fine  vase- 
pattern  tea  and  coffee  service,  and  an  excellent  Sheffield  plate  hot-water  urn 
of  Adam  design.  The  remainder  of  the  ceramics  comprise  Sunderland  and 
Staffordshire  lustred  and  decorated  pitchers,  tea  services,  and  Toby  jugs. 

The  balance  of  the  collection  consists  of  early  American  glass,  a  num- 
ber of  ship  models,  antique  hooked  rugs  and,  lastly,  a  unique  group  of  old 
Pennsylvania-Dutch  paintings  on  glass,  which  illustrate  a  naive  attempt  at 
pictorial  art  and  feature  dramatic  and  colorful  figures  in  American  history.
